1. An act granting to James J. May 
and Charles W-.;P.,Gliflprd: the. sole right 
to pn^speut for minerals oontaiiied on 
Vilall Creek, Ominoca. 

The commiltfu roconimeiul the passing; 
of this act, after amendment of the pre- 
amble, in accordance with the petition, 
which petition has been proved to the sat- 
isfaction of th<i committee. 

2. An act rslating to the oflicial map of 
the city of Victoria. 

3. The committee cannot recommend 
tlie passing of this act until the map pro- 
IKised to be legalized shall have been 
rendered complete. Tin; act under dis- 
cussion affects to conulusivoly deline tho 
boundaries of all streets in tho city by re- 
feienco to the map. Whereas the map 
ii.ielf, notably in the instances of tho 
Church (if En<,dand Iteservo, Kairilold, 
Spring Uidge, Work E.stato, and Kiiilay- 
Bon Estato, and in other cases, docs not 
define or mark the lines or boundaries of 
any streets at all. 

4. Tho renult, in the cases mentioned, 
of passing the act it would bo ditfieult to 
foresee; probably the land owners would 
themselves have the right, iirhitrai ily , to 
ileliiu) tho lines of streets, irrespective of 
acuustoinod highway*, that is, if tlioy 
chose to grant any right of way at all. 

o. The map also places tho city lauding 
out of the locality agreed upon between 
the Oity Council and Mr. Vates, in. ac- 
cordance with the "Yates Street Public 
I^anding Act, 1880." 

(j. The promoters of the act and i\fr. 
Yates have agreed iipi'a an aiiienduu^iit to 
meet this error, but your coiiiniitteo con- 
sider that the map should speak for itself, 
and not be contradicted by the very law 
which gives it existence.

Propositions to SSalce luffot Sound 
Neutral 'Water. 

(Arni^ anil Nav}- Oaze((«,} 
We learn from the Broad Arrow 
that "the military aulhoriticM in I'rit- 
isli North America have brought to the 
notice of the Admiralty tlie great 
.strategical value and the defenceless 
condition of Vancouver Island, and 
have strongly recoiumended that, in- 
stenij of abandoning the Island as a na- 
val depot, steps should at once bo taken 
to establish it as a first claF« ilepot, 
anil so fortify it that it would be able 
to resist the attack of a iioatile tleet in 
case of emergency," An American 
gentleman, who not long since visited 
Vancouver Island, a.ssures us that the 
British oflicer in command made u 
parade of his entire force for bis bene- 
fit, and that it consisted of one ordorlv. 
Making i)roper allowances for the ex- 
aggeration necessary to give point to 
the story, it is still apparent that the 
Hritibh are in no jioaitioii to defend 
Vancouver Island at preaent, Oppo- 
site it, on Puget Sound, wo have the 
little garrison at Port Townsend, but 
neither English nor Americans aie pre- 
pared lodefeiul tho entrance tothcStrait 
of J uan do Fuca, for the jirotection of 
which dojiendenco would necessarilv be 
badona naval force. OursettU iientsou 
tlioSound aro not, at present, ol great im- 
portance, in a national seiisu, Seattle, 
with its five or .six thousand inhabi- 
t.'uits, biMiig the largest of them. But, 
with the extension of the Northern 
Pacific to some port on the Sound, and 
the completion of the Canadian Pacific 
railroad, this section will increase in 
importance. As ono, sifle of the en- 
trance to the Sound is British Terri- 
tory and tho other American, if it wero 
in the nature of things possible, it 
w ould bo wise for England and Ameri- 
ca to recognize it as neutral teiritoiy, \ 
and join in defending it again.st all 
comers. Ah England is the most like- 
ly to be embroiled in a foreign war, 
she would have tho most to gain from 
this in on(> wixy, but as our settlements 
on Puget Sound promise to be the 
more iiii])oiianl, we should have thii 
iiiiv.uitaj^i; in another way. Such an 
ftgroumeiit would be wise and ntate.s- 
maiilike, if it could be relied Ufion. 
If we wfTO involved in a difficulty with 
any power but' England, it would cer- 
tainly be 111 advantage to have our an- 
t.ignnist notified that tho entrance of 
Puget, .Sound meant a (ioclaration of

auain in coinmiltee, .Mr. Helgcaeii in the 
chair. 

Mr. Dimsniiiir moved tlie following um- 
eiuhuentH to bill (Xo. 11) intituled "An 
Act to Incorporate the Columbia and 
Kootenay Ilaihvay and Transportation 
Company." 

Clause 12 to bo struck out and follow- 
ing inserted in lion thereof: 

"12. The company shall, upon the pas- 
sago of this act, proceed to survey the 
lino of the said railway, and so soon as 
the liiiu of ruihvav shall have been locat- 
ed, shall proceed to survey the line of the 
land proposed to be acquired by them 
under the provisions of this act; and with- 
in three months after the route of the Ca- 
nadian I'acifio railway ah.ill oUioially be 
deelmod by the govcriiiiient of the Do- 
minion of Canada to bo by Kicking Horse 
VnHs, bhall deposit with some Bank in 
Victoria, to the credit of the government 
of British Columbia, the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars in United States 
bonds, Hritisli Columbia debentui-e.s, or in 
casli or security, to be approved by the 
lieutenant govoriior in council, for the 
due coinpk^iou of the said lino of railway 
and the oquipiiiont of the route horoin 
iiiontionud with ateamors, in accordance 
with the terms of this act. And the gov- 
erumont of British Columbia shall pay to 
the company, aemi-annnally, the interest 
accruing upon said bonds or debentures, 
or if cash be dopoRited, interest on .luch 
cash at fi per cent, per annum; nm\ when 
the company shall have fully complied 
with the terms of this act, or if the line of 
the Canadian Pacific railway shall not bo 
actually constructed, or in progress of ac- 
tual construction through the Kicking 
Ilorao I'aas and the Kaglo Pass, on or bo- 
fore the lUat day of December, .\. D., 
1887, tho deposit made in accdurdniice 
herewith, shall be repaid to the com- 
pany." 

Bon. Mr. Davie presumed that tho am- 
endment was framed in the interest of tho 
company, but with all doferonco to tho 
mover ho contended it was not in the in- 
terest of tho province. The bill wa.s not 
strictly speaking a private one because it 
involved the transfer of |)rovincial lands. 
He desired to offer a few remarks on the 
bill because it was for the house to say 
what the franchise shall be, if the pru- 
nioters get tin,- fraiichiao at all. The [jto- 
poaal of the company was tlioii de.'ilt with 
at some length aa was also thoj^rant which 
it was proposed the house should make. 
They gave no guarantee that the 45 miles 
of railroad would be built at all in return 
for tho lands, and if built it may be only a 
narrow guagc which would not correspond 
with the C P. R. Tho.so lands which 
were asked for were attracting much at- 
tention and tho lands which tluiy propose 
to reclaim are very valuable. They want 
all the metals and minerals, which would 
preclude people going in and searching 
for placer diggings. The company are 
composed of honorable and wealthy gentle- 
men; but as a matter of course they will 
work for their own interests and not for 
those of the province particularly. This 
house has not full control .<}f this matter 
as the Dominion government will protect 
tho interests of the C. P. II. and the in- 
terests of tho province. The bill may be 
allowed or it may be disallowed, lit; was 
of opinion that it would be disallowed. 
Power was proposed to give tho company 
to nianago and dispose of the lands be- 
fore the railroad is built, which was not 
at all desirable. Ue looked u^on the bill 
with suspicion because tho promoters 
brought it down in a shape that no mem- 
ber would have accepted. It was then 
modified to a considerable extent and 
mad& more acceptable; but yet it required 
careful consideration at the hands of the 
house. It inight bo passed but he con- 
sidered it his duty to express his views 
upon it and ho would then leave it with 
the house to decide as to whether it should 
bo passed or not. 

Mr. Orr fully coincided with all the re- 
marks that had fallen from tho honorable 
Mr. Davie. 

Mr. Mara conaidorod it his duty as thu 
speaker not to speak or offer an opinion 
when anything of a political or partizan 
character was before tho houae. 'J'he bill 
now before tho house did not partake of 
that natu^, but was a private 'dne,:and, 
therefore he as member for laio was' 
bound to ofTer a few remarks upon it. Es- 
pecially was he bound to aay something 
after the rumurkablo and erroneous re- 
marks that had fallen from the hon. at- 
torney general. If that honorable gentle- 
man were acquainted with the subject and 
had placed himself in communication with 
business men, ho would not have fallen 
into such errors. Referring to tho map 
he spoke strongly jagainst tho idoa that 
the promoters could draw thoir supplies 
from American territory and not from 
British Oolunibia. Tf the railw.-iy would 
secure tho tvii-i. ..^r I!. C. and theC. P.li. 
now and for all time to come, as it surely 
would, it was tho duty of hon. gentlemen 
to promote the project, If it bo not built 
the trade would certainly go to thoN'urth- 
ern Pacitic. As speaker he might not 
give a.vota, .but after the> remarks, of. the 
hon. attorney general he felt bound to 
express an opinion and would give no un- 
certain sound on the matter.' (Hear, 
hear. ) 

litui. Mr. Smithe considered the pres- 
ent discussion a little irregular. It 
should haye taken place on the motion 
for second reading. He agreed with the 
hon. attorney general on the importance 
of the bill, but he could not agreo with 
him in his wholesalo denunciation of the 
measure. Llo fully agreed witli Mr. 
Speaker that with a knowledge of the di.i- 
trict such opposition would not have been 
oUered. The promoters no doubt expect- 
ed to reap great advantages from the pass- 
ago of the bill, and if passed thoy would 
do ao. There is an iniproaaion abroad 
among capitalists that Kootenay is about 
to bocoine a moat important district. The 
promoters, independently of tho franchise 
now asked for, might develop thoir valu- 
able mines and take out the proceeds 
south by way of the Northern Pacific. 
Thii vmi the natural outlet; but if they 



could gut an outlet to tho C. P. 11. , thfiy 
would not be at the morcy of the N. P. 
Without the railway in question, the pro- 
vince would derive no benefit from that 
important di.itrict and with it wo might 
be able to Gtlor inducements for niiiiert to 
bring thoir ores out this way, and get 
their supplies from this part of tho prov- 
ince. It is therefore our only hope fur 
seouring^and. keeping the trade of that fur 
off drstrict rinci controlling the support 
that will be required. Tho amendment 
of tho hon. member for Nanaimo waa a 
good one and he felt inclined to support 
it. 

Mr. T. Davie waa not prepared to go 
with those who opposed tho bill uncondi- 
tionally; neither was he prepared to vote 
for the amendmunt. He thought that 
clause 12 waa open to only one objection, 
which might be easily remedietl. 

Mr. Duiismuir spoke in favor of his 
aniendiiient and could not understand 
why the second member for Victoria city 
waa oppoaing it. 

Mr. Grant thought the houae and the 
province were indebted to the promoters 
of the bill for calling ao much attention 
to a portion of the province so little 
known. Thu house need not be afraid 
of the trade going to the Northern Pa- 
citic. Ho would support tho aineiidmoiit 
of the hon. niembor for Nanaimo. 

Mr. Qalbraith would not occupy time 
combatting the views of the honorable 
atty. -general after tho able reply that 
had been matlo by tho spo.-ikor. He cnii- 
tended that steamboats could be built on 
those navigable watora and supply tho 
I district with eviiiything needoil from 
.\inorican territory without applying to 
this province for a franchise of any kind. 
The fiiinehise applied for would develop 
the country, secure and keep all tho 
trade in the province. Ho was aware 
that tho C. I'. K. had .nlready applied to 
the OioLMii Improvement Com[)any to 
put on .steamboats and aupjdy that roml 
with all that might be needed from Port- 
land; and that company were auxions to 
do it. Ho earnestly e.xhorted tho house 
to consider the bill well and pause before 
rejecting it. The Kicking Horse and 
Howe pass being practically one and the 
saino, wore described with a view to 
.liiowiiig that an amendment to clause 12 
wa.s necessary. 

Hi 11, i\rr. Davie replied to thoromarksof 
preceding speaker, and made further ex - 
planatioiiH with regard fu his former 
stateinenta. 

Mr. Siieaker made a few remarks on 
the clause under discussion. Ho took 
exception to 825,000 being exacted from 
the promoters, iteference was made to 
the proposition of the company to the 
government to build a road from Eagle 
Pa.ss costing S!50,000 as a proof of tho in- 
j tentidii of tho coiupaii}' to go mi with tho 
l)rojeet. If the larger schoino should fall 
through in coiiaeiiuouco of Kicking Hor.so 
' pass not being used by tho CP. 11. , then 
I tho §25,000 deposit should bo refunded. 
{ Mr. T. Davio pro(K>aed another amend- 
ment to clause 12. 
I Hon. .Mr. Drake could see no objection 
I to the aiue.'idment of the former speaker, 
j Mr. liiinsmuir stated that ho saw a tel- 
gram dm mg the d.ay assorting that Kick- 
ing Horse pass had not been abandoned. 

Hon. .Mr. Smithe thought that the five 
percent, which the government subscrib- 
; cd to pay fur tho deposit of §26,000 should 
I bi- .itruck out. 

I Mr. Dun.imuir remarked that the houae 
j was contending about Iritles with regard 
; to interest . 

I Mr. Pouloy on behalf of the promoters 
j accepted the siiggeatioii of tho loader of 
I the government .

! Mr. Dun.sinuir was ashamed of the 
i governinont for propo.-iiiig it.

Hon. Mr. Smithe hatl siniply reference 
to the possibility of lands being locked 
up and tlie projeot not carried out that 
I lie proiio.sed the small rental of no interest 
being paid. 

The amendment of the hon. president 
of the council was withdrawn, and tho 
clause as amended by jMr. T. D;ivie 
passed. 

Mr. Semlin moved that tho words 
"westward of the Columbia" bo inserted 
at the end of clause 13. 

Hon. Mr. Drake thought that the pro- 
moters should be compelled to make the 
surveys before 1877. 

Mr. Drake's auiendment waa inserted 
after Mr. .Somlin's, and the clause as 
amended was then passed. 

Clause Hi was slightly amended 80 that 
surveys should correspond with those 
adopted in the Land .-Xinundment Act, 
l,S7!t. 

Hon. I\Ir. Davie moved an amendment 
to the beginning of clause lf>. Carried. 

I\Ir. Orr objected to tho promoters get- 
ting alternate sections of land along the 
Kootenay Lake and river which are 
known to be rich in minerals. 

Committee rose and reported at 5:45 to 
sit again on Monday.

THE BOY OAAiaZE BZSOHAAQED. 

SCrUHMK COURT. 
(Before Chief Justice .91r Mathew Befble.) 

Yesterday at noon the boy David 
Craigio convicted by tho stipendiary ma- 
gistrate, a short time since in tho police 
Court, for entering a hou.so and stealing 
therefrom, uiidor tho juvenile ofl'enders' 
act, was brought before the chief justice 
in chamber.-i, and an application was madu 
by Mr. Walls for an order for a writ of 
habeas corpus to discharge the prisoner. 

The chief justice said that in this case 
ho labored under some embarrasmont, ns 
he did iii<t know under what statute the 
iiingi.stiMte had proceeded, and Mr. Walla 
was lint proHont at the time. 

Mr. Wallsanidhe believed it was un- 
der the act npplioiiblo t<i juvunile offend- 
ers. 

The chief jiistito said the offence dealt 
with under the juvoni'ii ofl'enders' act was 
larceny, but the oflenco charged in this 
case was that of entering a dwelling house 
and stealing therefrom, which was a com- 
pound ofi'encu and did not come under 
that act. Nor could it come under tho 
summary conviuiiuns act, as that was lim- 
ited to the value of j^lO; and supposing ho 
fell back on the English statute of 1858, 
which gave power to try juvenile ollond- 
era, the limit there was Os. I'ulice magis- 
trates no doubt inteiidod well, but they 
were bound to proceed according to the 
act, and he contended that the magistrate 
had no more authority, to convict in this 
case than he had for arson or murder. If 
he thinks such a case is one in which no 
jury would convict in a higher court, he 
jiiiist dismiss it; but if ho thinks the guilt 
of tha person made out, ho must send it 
to the tribunal that had proper authority, 
but in this instance ho liad no power to 
try the case summarily in the polico court 
as tho value was over S20. Ho (tho chief 
justice) must tlierofore go according tohis 
own light, and must send the prisoner 
back to Mr. Pombcrton and if guilty liu 
must commit liiiu for trial; or if he 
thought otherwise discharge him. The 
case was exactly the same as if it had been 
a case of niansluughtor. His lordship 
then referred to tho case of " Barnard vs. 
Creaswell," In tho year 1882 somo sail- 
ors of H, M. .S. Badger were killed in an 
action with smugglers, of whom 21 men 
were taken and charged with murder by 
a coroner's jury, but on a writ of habeas 
rorpti.s they were brought before the 
judges, wiiii ordered them back into cus- 
tody to lie taken bufore the proper tribu- 
nal. He would [lursuo the same course, 
and rofusiiig i\lr. Walls' application, issue 
the following order: 

" Order the prisoner to be committed 
or continued in the custody of jailer, to 
bo taken at tho first convenient opportu- 
nity before the stipendiary magistrate at 
Victoria, to bo by him dealt with accord- 
ing to law. 

" M.VTiiKW B. Bkobik." 

IN THE I'OLIL'K COL'KT. 

It having boon ascortainod that the sti- 
pendiary magistrate waa still at the police 
court, tho boy David Craigio waa taken 
over there and brought before his honor. 

Mr. Walls appeared for the prisoner 
and brieOy stated what had taken place 
before the chief justice. 

His honor said the boy ought to under- 
stand lii.s'position, as tho chief justice had 
said thoro were only two ways of dealing 
with the caao; either lo discharge him or 
aond him to a higher court where he would 
be liable to a sentence of two years. Un- 
der the circumstances and in view of .the 
groat difficulty of binding over witnosaes, 
and on account of his mother, he would 
discharge him if he would promise to be a 
belter boy in future. 

iSupt. O'Connor said on account of the 
boy's mother he had no objections to offer 
but he cautioned the boy that he would 
keep an eye on him. 

Tho boy Craigio having promised to 
mend hia ways, he was discharged.

Mr. Russell said that he appeared with 
his learned friend to show cause against 
a lulo obtained by the attorney-goneral 
on Feb. 1, at the instance of the Earl of 
Lansilale, calling ujion Mr. Edmund 
Vates, Mr. Yates gave an account of 
how the paragraph came to be inserted. 
He said tliat he w.as not tho author, nor 
did ho in any way instigate the writing of 
it. It was forwarded to tho printing 
otDco by a per.sou of title who for several 
years had been a contribiito'' to the 
jouruul, and who moved in the same 
social scale us the Earl of Lonsdale. On 
the back of the original paragraph he had 
written the name and adoress of the 
writer. Ue might here mention the fact, 
which did not appear in tho affidavit, viz., 
that the naino had been communicated to 
Lord Lonadalo, and tho lady who had 
written tho paragraph had expressed her 
deep regret that she should have boon the 
authorof such a serious statement. 3Ir. 
Y'at«B then wont on in hia utBdavit to aay 
that hi h»d ao reason to think that the 



statement referred to the Earl of Lona- 
dalo. La^.he was ^olcb^tl^at Lord, Lons- 
dale believed th'e" paragraplf referred to 

him, and he at once, on the 2 tt]i of Jan- 
uary,

before any complaint was sent lo him, 
with a view of checking tho spread of the 
idea that it referred to Lord Lonsdale. 
The paragraph announced that the Earl 
and Countess of Lonsdale were together 
with the hounds on the previous Thurs- 
day. Of course it would not have been 
judioious to have made any reference to 
ilie former paragraph. On the 25th Mr. 
Y'ntes received a letter from Lord Lons- 
dale'.! solicitors. Tho affidavit then wont 
on to 8!iy that tho defendant, believing 
that tho paragraph did not refer to Lord 
Lonsdale, gave instructions to his solic- 
itors to reply, which they did on the 2Cth. 
Then follows a letter from Lewis & 
Lewis, tho substance of which waa that 
the paragraph did not directly or indirect- 
ly rofor to Lord Lonsdale. 

The Attorney-General said — Those 
who instruct me desire that your Lord- 
ships will deal with this matter as tho 
interests of tho iniblic recniire. My 
learned friend has pointed out that a 
ciuitinuanco of this litigation may cast 
aspersions on the fame of some lady, who 
was referred to in the paragraph; but 
ought not that consideration to have 
weighed with Mr. Yates before inserting 
this paragraph? But he was careless 
upon wiioni that attack foil. It is true 
that no name was mentioned in tho para- 
graph, but that fact made tlio matter no 
better. I will assume that the paragraph 
was not seen by Mr. Yates until it waa in 
proof print, but on the 22nd of .January 
lie said in his affidavit that a friend liad 
told him that Lord Lonsdale was meant, 
and your Lordships will find that in the 
paragraph inserted on the 7th of l<eb- 
ruary he said that on the 'I'M'iX of Januray 
ho know that Lord Lonsdale wxs meant, 
and what course should ho takof Did he 
go to the writer, and say, "To whom do 
you apply this?" No; what ho did was to 
put in a paragraph to say Lord and Lady 
Lonsdale had been together in the hunt- 
ing field. That was an apology of a most 
indirect kind. What I wish to call at- 
tention to is the way in which this was 
met. Thero was not any sign of rogrot, 
but thero was an attempt to escape from 
the ovil consequences. Mr. Yates, with- 
out knowing who waa meant, but knowing 
that Lord Lonsdale was thought to bo 
the person, instructs his solicitors to give 
hia account of tho transaction. They 
wrote, "Wo are instructed to inform you 
that the paragraph of which you forward 
a copy did not directly or indirectly refer 
to the Earl of Lonsdale." Now, is that 
true? What is Mr. Yates' statement now? 
That he did not know to whom it refer- 
red, and still ho instructs his solicitor to 
say that it did not refer to Lord Lons- 
dale. The most that can bo said of Mr. 
Yates is that he did not know, and did 
not take the ti-oublo to inquire, although 
he had the moans. 

The Attorney General — It has now been 
admitted that the libel did refer to Lord 
Lonsdale, and it is further admitted that 
Mr. YatoH saw it in "proof" print, when 
there was yet time to have prevented it 
being published, and yet he sent it forth, 
though his mind may have beeii a blank 
as to whom it did refer. It is certain, 
however, that it did fall with cruel efl'cct 
upon Lord Lonsdale, and Mr. Yates must 
behold to tho legal consequences of his 
act. 

Mr. .hist ice Grove, after a brief consul- 
tation with the other judges on the bench 
said: We are all of opinion that this rule 
should be made absolute. I am of opin- 
ion tlicrc ia not aulHcient answer mado. 
The facts are stated aa shortly aa po.ssible 
these. A paragraph appeared in tho 
World new.spapor of the 17tli of .January 
of this year, headed a ".strango Story." 
(Till! learned j udge rend the "paragraph" 
which has been given above.) Well, now 
that, it is admitted, did, in the (ipinidii of 
a great nninbor of jiersons, apply io Lord 
LonHdule, and to nobody else. The aii- 
swoiH to this — I prosiime, though I don't 
know whether thoy were, that these an- 
swers were before the court who grant'jd 
the rule — amount to this: — First of all is 
the answer to Mr. Yates himself that he 
knew nothing of it, that a communication 
was sent by one who had been fur very 
many years ,1 contributor to Jiis newspa- 
per. Now, that answer amounts, to my 
mind, to a distinct admission that it did 
refer to Lord Lonsdale; because, after the 
letter from tho solicit r of Lord Lonadalo, 
in answer to that letter of the 2Gth of 
January, 1883, the solicitors of .'Mr. Yatos 
wrote as follows: "Your letter of llio2Gth 
inst. to the publialior of the World jour- 
nal has been handed to us. We have 
seen the editor in reference to it, and we 
are instructed to inform you that the para- 
graph which you forwarded a copy did not 
apply, directly or indirectly, to the Earl 
of Lonsdale. The editor is oxtromely 
surprised that the Earl should for one 
moment suppose that ho was in any way 
reforrod to, and we have his emphatic de- 
nial either that the paragraph did rofor 
to the Earl, or coold, considering tho af- 
fectionate relations alw.aja existing be- 
tween him and the Countess, bo supposed, 
even by the Earl, to refer to him.' That 
I hope, is an absolute and explicit denial; 
but it docs not rest there on WM denial of 
the solicitors; for further on comes an 
affidavit of Mr. Yates incorporating the 
paragraph from the World and making 
it hia own. Ho says therein:--"! strenu- 
ously deny that Lord Lonadalo was the 
subject of the original paragraph. Tho 
proprietor and editor has no hesitation in 
expressing to tho Earl and Countess his 
extreme regret that allusions therein 
should ba supposed to apply to his lord- 
ship, and that the matter should have 
given thern cause for annoyance." Hero 
wo have, to my mind, a most explicit de- 
nial that it applied to tho Earl of Lona- 
dalo and an ,'ipology, not for having re- 
ferred to liim, or having intended to re- 
fer to him, but for the accidental circum- 
stances that pooplo took that to refer to 
tho Earl of Lonsdale which never did re- 
fer, and never waa intondod to refer to 
him. If this was true,' it might bo a cir- 
cumstance of considerable investigation, 
su far as the Earl of Lonsdale in con- 
carned. 

mMr. Justice Lopes— -I have to say a word 
with regard to one of the mitigating cir- 
cumstances which has been relied upon 
by the editor of tho World. It was that 
the statement came from a person of high 
rank; and as to that I can only say it ia 
most unfortunate that poraons of high 
rank and good social position will for pay 
constitute themsolvoa the moans of com- 
municating to newspapers that which I 
cannot call anything else but scandal. 1 
cannot, however, aay that it is any miti- 
gating circumstances in the case of the 
publishers of such scandal to say that it 
comes from ' iauoh a soVrce'.' "StateihiBnts 
of this kind often are the means of intro- 
ducing a great deal of misery and distress 
into domestic circles. A person whocon- 
ductr. a public newspaper merits but little 
consideration if he does not take any 
trouble to investigate tho truth of state- 
ments which he publishes. If false state- 
monts are circulated by him he must take 
the conaeque.nceti, I agrpe. that iv crimi- 



nal information must never be allowed to 
become a kind of iu^p)i||iefy .forflxtnust- 
ing apologies, to be abandoned aft«r that 

object has been accomplished. ■ -f. i.iiiU 
Mr. Justice Mathew — I agree that thii 
rule ought to be made, absolute. 

Razors Made ior 'Tlfirhtinff Furpoist';]

TheShoiBeid razor trad6 baa been very 

hri.sk for nearly two years, and the ra- 
zor forgers are agitating though in a 
very friendly way for advance of 
10 jier cent in wugc;. .\ ".sjaut" was 
given to tho razor trade in a singular 
way just before tlie" Egyptian war. 
On tho soldiers' kits being examined 
it was found that they were deficient 
in rnzor.s, kuivos uiul forks. A. large 
firm in .Slieflield were asked by tho gov- . ^ 
ernment to make sevoral thousand raz- ' 
ors in a certain time. Tho firm replied 
that they could supply from stook- if 
the government would take the . ordin- 
ary pnttern, but the authorities insist- 
ed on having their own army razor, , 
The order waa then divided, and the ' 
nuinoroiis forgcis, who work at little 
v,-lieul.'i in tho jjicturcsque Riveliu val- 
ley and other suburban parts were off- 
ered 3il. per dozen to got the work 
out iu timp., The ofi'or wa? aeceptedi ' 
and the soldiers had their raz6ni''{n 
time. 

In tho dny.iof tho late Mr. Roebuck, 
a SlieiBold manufacturer made the re- 
mark in hia presence that tha British 
.soldier Hhaved himself with a razor 
which was delivered, in ease, at 4^ to 
aid. Roebuck expressed souie Incred- ' 
ulity, but tho inanufacturer whipped 
one out of his pocket and ahowe<l it to 
tho rij^lit honourable gentleman, who 
took jios.sesaion of it. Tho chief cause 
of the present activity in the razor 
trade is the sudden change in the Am- 
erican demand, which is now ail for-; 
hollow -backed razors. 

AnoLlior kind is tnndo, not for shav- 
ing, but for razor fightu. It is very 
loose in the blade, which can be sud- 
denly thrown back and held between 
tho iingers for a dash at the face. 
This razor is said to be almost enttreiy 
used by negroes, and largo numliera 
are sent to the United Htatoo. The 
Sheffield waUr is said to be essential 
to tho making of good razors. Sever- 
al years ago a company of razor grind- 
ers who went to America took a bar- 
rel of Bhoffiold water with them; but 
tho barrel, of course, could not last for{ 
ever. Whatever the cause, the mak- 
ing of razors remains a specialty of 
Bhetileld luaiiufacturers, and almost a 
monopoly.
